Quinn and others, at a cost of $25,000, with
a view to strengthening his Western League
team s0 as to give the cities of St. Paul
and Minneapolis jointly a chance to enter
the National League nexi{ season., A some-
what similar storg was given currency in
connection with the Pittsburgs last week.
Mr. John T. Brush was asked last night
what he thoughti of the story. After read-
ing it, as he sat in his room at the Bates,
his face assumed an amused air.

“What's wrong with this story?’ asked
the reporter,

“From the standpoint of a fake, nothing.
It is as good a story as the hundreds of
fakes thal are sent out'every vear from
every point of the earth. I have never
heard of the scheme before, and Know noth-
ing about it, but it Is as likely that the
stars should fall out of their orbits. In the
first place, it is absolutely impossible for
these players to be lost to the League in
favor of any club whatever.

Four Chicagoans, Including a Young
Lady, in the Water Six Hours.

CHICAGO, July 9.—A yachting party of
four people was rescued off Lincoln Park at
daylight to-day, after six hours spent in
the water clinging to the overturned craft,
The party consisted of two young men and
a young womaf, all promiaent society peo-
ple, and a man servant who acted as skip-
per.

Tuesday a.fternooi: Allen Fowler, a young
attorney, started for a sall with his yacht
Bowery, taking with him Miss Emma Gib-
son, James Dalton and a servant. The
weather was delightful, and the sail was
prolonged until late in the evening. About
10 o’clock, as the yacht waa nearing Lin-
coln Park and the people were quletly rest-
ing on deck, a sudden gust of wind caught
the craft, and, helped by the clumsiness of
the servant who was at the helm, capsized
the boat. Miss Gibson, who was swept
clear off the deck, was rescued by Mr. Fow-
ler, and the four, by the aid of ropes and
spars, succeeded in clinging to the over-
turned hull. They shrieked for help until
their voices fafled them. Chilled gnd al-
most helpless, they drifted about within
sight of the park untll returning daylight
revealed their plight to some early fisher-
men on the beach. Boats were sent out and
the four were taken off the wreck. All of
them were in 80 exhausted a condition that
they were vnable to give the rescuers their
names or address. ey were accordingly
taken to a hospital, where all were revived.
Meanwhile the parents of the three young
people had been making frantic search for
them. No trace was found unti] telegrams
from the hospital announced their safety.
Miss Gibson Is still in a serious conditian,
but her recovery I8 expected. The other

members of the party were able to leave
the hospital during the day. .
